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Were the Twelve and Seventy Disciples Saved Before Pentecost? 


I have been impressed to write on this 
subject for some time. It is a subject of 
very much importance and _ should be 
studied very carefully as the people of 
today are very much divided on_ this 
subject, even believers differ. Some 
say they were not saved until Pente- 
cost. I shall endeavor to prove they were 
saved. Jesus called them disciples, justi- 
fied while walking with Jesus, and sanc- 
tified some short time before Pentecost. 

First, we want to consider the apostles’ 
calling. Jesus, early in His ministry, 
called twelve men to be His witnesses 
and He trained them for nearly three and 
a half years in person, taught them by 
parables and miracles. They had heard 
John the Baptist preach and believed in 
Jesus through John’s preaching insomuch 
that they were baptized in Jordan, con- 
fessing their sins. They were taught by 
the wilderness preacher that this same 
Jesus would baptize them with the Holy 
Ghost and fire, Matt. 3:11, and they 
were looking forward to that time. Now, 
as recorded in Matt. 10:1, “And when 
he had called unto him his twelve disci- 
ples, he gave them power against unclean 
spirits, to cast them out, and to heal all 
manner of sickness and all manner of dis- 
ease.” Now we have to believe that 
these twelve called men were justified, 
saved, sins forgiven, born again, or teach 
that our Christ had called and sent out 
twelve men who were all sinners and gave 
sinners power to cast out devils and heal 
the sick. Also the same commission to 
the twelve is given in Luke 9:1. Now 
the argument by most of the teachers on 
this subject is that this was only to the 
twelve and that they were not as yet 
saved. Let’s consider Luke 10:1, “After 
these things the Lord appointed other 
seventy also, and sent them two and two 
before his face into every city and place, 
whither he himself would come.” John 
17:18, “As thou hast sent me into the 
world, even so have I also sent them in- 
to the world.” Now back to Luke 10: 
16, “He that heareth you heareth me; 
and he that despiseth you despiseth me; 
and he that despiseth me despiseth him 
that sent me.” Now we see farther proof 
that these followers of Jesus were saved. 
V. 17, “And the seventy returned again 
with joy, saying, Lord, even the devils 
are subject unto us through thy name.” 
V. 19, 20. “Behold, I give unto you pow- 
er to tread on serpents and scorpions, and 
over all the power of the enemy: and 
nothing shall by any means hurt you.... 
rejoice not, that the spirits are subject 
unto you; but rather rejoice, because your 
names are written in heaven.” Now, my 
dear readers, can’t you see very plainly 
that these seventy with the twelve were 
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not sinners following Jesus and that they 
were called disciples, believers following 
Jesus, having power to do great things as 
already shown? You would not offer 
to say these men were not believers at 
this time. 

To prove to you that sinners cannot 
cast out devils, read Acts 19:16 and see 
where seven sinners, sons of one Sceva, 
undertook to cast the evil spirits out of 
one man, a sinner, and the one man in 
whom were the evil spirits overcame the 
seven and the seven fled out of the 
house naked and wounded. This ought to 
prove to anyone that these men were not 
sinners. You say; How could they have 
been saved? By believing in Jesus, by 
hearing John the Baptist preaching con- 
cerning Jesus. Jesus could also forgive 
sins. Mark 2:10, “But that ye may know 
that the Son of man hath power on earth 
to forgive sins.” 

In St. John 17:11 Jesus said, “And 
now I am no more in the world, but these 
are in the world, and I come to thee. Holy 
Father, keep through thine own name 
those whom thou hast given me, that 
they may be one, as we are.” 

Jesus says, “While I was with them in 
the world, I kept them in thy name,” 
and further He says, “Those that thou 
gavest I have kept, and none of them is 
lost but the son of perdition; that the 
scripture might be fulfilled.” Jesus, by 
those good things He spoke and taught 
them and His humble life and prayers, 
meant that they should go on and have 
His joy fulfilled in themselves, St. John 
17:13, also, the great joy spoken of in 
Luke 24:52, and be filled with the Holy 
Ghost. John 17:14, “I have given them 
thy word; and the world hath hated 
them, because they are not of the world, 
even as I am not of the world.” Dear 
readers, don’t you see that Jesus honored 
them with Himself, saying, “They are 
not of the world even as I am not of the 
world”? 

These followers were closely connected 
with their Master, yet they were not 
sanctified as we will see later. 

In verses 15, 16 Jesus said, “I pray not 
that thou shouldest take them out of the 
world, but that thou shouldest keep 
them from the evil. They are not of the 
world, even as I am not of the world.” 
Now we see plainly that these followers 
of Jesus were separate and apart from the 
world, not sinners following the Master. 
Like we that have paid the price and re- 
ceived these wonderful blessings as sanc- 
tification, or cleansing by the blood of 
Jesus, and the baptism of the sweet Holy 
Ghost and fire. Jesus saw their need of 
these great blessings. He led them on and 
told them what to do and in order to 


keep them going on He prayed as in St. 
John 17:17, 18, “Sanctify them through 
thy truth: thy word is truth. As thou 
hast sent me into the world, even so have 
I also sent them into the world.” Jesus 
had called them and given them power 
as before stated. But they were not 
equipped for the universal commis- 
sion to go into all the world and 
preach the gospel. They already had 
the commission to preach around home. 
Jesus finished His prayer and requested 
His Father as in v. 19, “And for their 
sakes I sanctify myself, that they also 
might be sanctified through thy truth.” 
Jesus, for their sakes, offers His life’s 
blood freely. He shed His blood that they 
might be sanctified, made holy. Not on- 
ly them but us who also believe on Him 
through their word. vv. 22-24, “And 
the glory which thou gavest me I have 
given them; that they may be one, even 
as we are one... . that they may be 
made perfect in one; and that the world 
may know that thou hast sent me, and 
hast loved them, as thou hast loved me 

. they also, whom thou hast given 
me, be with me where I am; that they 
may behold my glory.” Read also vv. 25, 
26. 

What we have said ought to convince 
anyone that these twelve and _ seventy, 
with others, even several women, were 
believers, disciples, justified, saved people, 
but not even sanctified as yet. Just a 
short time before the betrayal and cruci- 
fixion of our Lord He specifically in- 
structed them that He would sanctify 
Himself (future tense) that they might 
be sanctified (future tense), and, pre- 
cious soul, the blood was soon shed to 
sanctify. See Heb. 13:12. Jesus went to 
glory and the Comforter came as was 
promised. We are taught that He went 
away, but how do we know that Jesus 
got to the Father? Here is how we know. 
In St. John 15:26, 27,° “But when the 
Comforter is come, whom I will send un- 
to you from the Father, even the Spirit 
of truth, which proceedeth from the Fa- 
ther, he ‘shall testify of me: And ye also 
shall bear witness, because ye have been 
with me from the beginning.” This 
brings us to Pentecost, Acts 2:4; 10:46; 
19:1-6. 

My dear reader, there is much more I 
could say but this ought to convince any- 
one that we do not get sanctified and re- 
ceive the Holy Ghost all in regeneration. 
May God bless you in reading and under- 
standing these truths.

The Sealing of the Remnant 

‘And after these things I saw four 
angels standing on the four corners of 
the earth, holding the four winds of the 
earth, that the wind should not blow on 
the earth, nor on the sea, nor on any 
tree. And I saw another angel ascending 
from the east, having the seal of the liv- 
ing God: and he cried with a loud voice 
to the four angels, to whom it was given 
to hurt the earth and the sea, Saying, 
Hurt not the earth, neither the sea, nor 
the trees, till we have sealed the servants 
of our God in their foreheads,” Rev. 7: 
1-3. 

After the events of the sixth seal there 
seems to be a letup or a lull in the terrible 
acts of the tribulation. It seems that Je- 
sus is ready to turn something loose that 
will be more serious than the things that 
have already happened. An angel de- 
scends crying with a loud voice to the 
four angels that stand ready for action, 
“Hurt not the earth, neither the sea, nor 
the trees.” A halt comes in the judgment 
just at this time. He wants to seal the 
Jews that were ready for the sealing. 
Isaiah says that when God’s judgments 
are in the earth the inhabitants will learn 
righteousness. 

We believe the Holy Ghost is a sealing 
and many have been sealed by the Spirit 
for the great day of the Lord. It seems 
strange that Christians do not feel the 
great need of this sealing. According to 
the Scriptures this sealing is for our final 
redemption. When the saints are resur- 
rected and Christ comes to catch’ them 
away, I am sure this sealing will be 
one of the most important _ things. 

“In whom ye also trusted, after that 
ye heard the word of truth, the gospel 
of your salvation: in whom also after 
that ye believed, ye were sealed with that 
holy Spirit of promise,” Eph. 1:13. 

A believer becomes a child of God 
through the new birth, and after conse- 
cration he is sanctified by the blood and 


becomes an obedient servant. Then he 
is filled with the Holy Ghost and be- 
comes a sealed child of God. Being al- 
ready a child of God, he is adopted into 
the family but the full manifestation of 
the believer’s sonship awaits the resur- 
rection change and translation of the 
saints, which is called the redemption of 
the body. Rom. 8:23; 1 Thess. 4:14-17. 

“And grieve not the holy Spirit of 
God, whereby ye are sealed unto the day 
of redemption,” Eph. 4:30. 

Here we have a positive statement that 
we are sealed by the Holy Spirit unto the 
day of redemption, and we are sure that 
this day of redemption has reference to 
the time when Jesus will come back and 
raise the righteous dead and catch away 
those that are alive. We feel that this 
will bear out the fact that we must have 
the Holy Ghost to be ready for that re- 
demption. 

“Now he which stablisheth us with 
you in Christ, and hath anointed us, is 
God; who hath also sealed us, and given 
the earnest of ‘the Spirit in our hearts,” 
2 Cor. 1:21, 22. 

Abraham received circumcision as the 
sign and seal of righteousness of his 
faith. Rom. 4:11. We are sure that this 
sealing is the Holy Ghost, and no one 
can be safe or sure of meeting Jesus when 
He comes to catch us away, without this 
sealing. 

THE REMNANT OF ISRAEL 
SEALED 


“And I heard the number of them 
which were sealed: and there were sealed 
an hundred and forty and four thousand 
of all the tribes of the children of Israel. 
Of the tribe of Juda were sealed twelve 
thousand. Of the tribe of Reuben were 
sealed twelve thousand. Of the tribe of 
Gad were sealed twelve thousand. Of the 
tribe of Aser were sealed twelve thousand. 
Of the tribe of Nepthalim were sealed 
twelve thousand. Of the tribe of Manas- 
ses were sealed twelve thousand. Of the 
tribe of Simeon were sealed twelve thou- 
sand. Of the tribe of Joseph were sealed 
twelve thousand. Of the tribe of Benja- 
min were sealed twelve thousand,” Rev. 
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7:4-8. 

If you notice, there are 144,000 sealed, 
twelve thousand out of every tribe. These 
Jews are ready for the sealing. Antichrist 
seals his subjects in their foreheads and 
in their right hands, but we are sure that 
God will seal these Jews by the Holy 
Spirit of promise (Holy Ghost). Micah 
says, “The remnant of Jacob shall be in 
the midst of many people as the dew 
from the Lord, as the showers of the 
grass,” Micah 5:7. This means that the 
144,000 shall be filled with the Holy 
Ghost and as showers upon the grass so 
shall they be in the midst of many people. 
They are the second crowd of witnesses 
that witness for God and for Jesus and 
salvation during the tribulation week. 
The first crowd is under the altar wait- 
ing for the redemption of their bodies. 
The overcoming saints are around the 
throne praising and worshiping God. 
They were raptured before a seal was 
broken or before the tribulation week 
began. The 144,000 Jews are placed on 
Mount Sion and Antichrist and his armies 
cannot destroy them. The Lord seals and 
keeps them for a special purpose. Anti- 
christ will often try to take their lives 
but they will have power to resist him. 


All nations will be gathered at Jerusalem _ 


to defy those that trust in God but they 
will not be able to destroy these Jews. 

“And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that I will seek to destroy all the 
nations that come against Jerusalem. And 
I will pour upon the house of David, and 
upon the inhabitants of Jerusalem, the 
spirit of grace and of supplications,” 
Zech. 12:9, 10. 

It is at this time during the tribulation 
week that the Lord is to pour out His 
Spirit upon the inhabitants of Jerusalem. 
This refers to the believing Gentiles that 
stand for God and His Word, and also 
the Jews that reject the mark of Anti- 
christ and take their stand for the truth. 

This sealing of the 144,000 is twofold 
—it is spiritual “and literal. The literal 
mark is placed on their foreheads. Paul 
says he was sealed by the Spirit. It would 
do no violence to the Scriptures to say 
that this sealing was done by the Holy 
Ghost who is present to aid those who 
are trusting in God. It will be wonderful 
how those who love God and His truth 
will at this time come out and take a 
stand for the right thing. They are aware 
of the fact that the rapture has already 
taken place and they have been witnesses 
to the breaking of the first seal and the 
maneuvers of Antichrist up to the middle 
of the tribulation week, and then they 
have been witnesses to war, famine, and 
many things that have come upon them 
up to this time. Now God Himself and 
His Son step in and begin to make a way 
for the honest-hearted ones who are de- 
termined to die before they will yield to

Men appear to think 
the Christian armor an unnecessary in- 
cumbrance; they have no desire to engage 
in any combat, to undergo any trial: if 
religion is to be cultivated, it must be as 
one of the fine arts, as an element of 
belles-letters. They forget or despise the 
teachings of the cross, that there is no 
way to the celestial city but by the way 
of the cross, and that we must suffer 
with Christ, as well as confess Him, if 
we are to share the kingdom and glory 
with Him. 


Rules For Perseverance 


Whoever desires to persevere and in- 
crease in the fear of the Lord and in the 
comfort of the Holy Ghost—to live in 
victory to the end, die in the fulness of 
the hope, or meet Jesus acceptably in the 
air—must be diligent in a life of earnest 
prayer; must constantly read God’s 
Word, begging Him to explain it; and 
must walk with those who walk con- 
scientiously before God; in whose man- 
ner, spirit, and conversation there is the 
evidence of that blessing and power 
which quickens the inner heart and soul, 
manifesting the life of Jesus. 

We do not believe that any who ob- 
serve these requirements will weaken and 
fall away. But we believe that any one 
who wilfully disregards these rules is in 
danger of failing the Lord and losing out. 


Faith, Hope and Charity 


“Faith believes the revelations of God; 

Hope expects His promises; 

And charity loves His excellencies and 
mercies, 


“Faith gives our understanding to God; 

Hope gives up all the passions and af- 
fections to heaven and heavenly things; 

And charity gives the will to the serv- 
ice of God. 


“Faith is opposed to infidelity; 

Hope is opposed to despair; 

And charity is opposed to enmity and 
hostility. 

“These three graces sanctify the whole 
man, and make our duty to God and 
obedience to His commandments, chos- 
en, reasonable, and delightful, and there- 
fore entire, persevering and eternal.” 


God Alone Can Save 


The emperor Alexander, when in Eng- 
land, ordered a watch to be made which 
should combine the peculiarities and ex- 
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cellencies of several others. He was in- 
formed that if injured no one in his do- 
minions could repair it. He desired to 
have it; it was made and sent to Russia; it 
met with an accident, and was necessarily 
returned to be repaired. When Adam was 
called into existence, angels must have 
beheld him with delightful surprise. But 
by the attacks of sin and Satan, the image 
of God was lost; heavenly-mindedness 
was annihilated.

God is surely blessing these 
people.”—Faithfully, W. E. Raney, over- 
seer of Maryland, Delaware and District 
of Columbia. 

News from Brother Clyde C. Cox, 
overseer of Louisiana: 

“Louisiana may be as one born out of 
due time and not the greatest of ll 
states, but we are not a whit behind the 
chief of them all. Louisiana was the first 
state in the Union and the first of all 
the world, where the Church of God is 
preached, to raise the aged ministers’ 
quota. 

“Last Assembly year we made _ the 
grade with an increase in every depart- 
ment of the state work and thus far this 
year we have exceeded that of last year. 

“Our first district mission offering at 
Epps amounted to $129.58 with 191 
members for the district. Jena district of- 
fering amounted to $52.61 with 50 mem- 
bers. Savannah Branch district offering 
amounted to $172.65 with 146 members. 
Shepherds Fold district offering 
amounted to $303.00 with 186 members. 

“If we had 5,000 members you could 
expect five thousand dollars which would 
only be one dollar per member. Louisiana 
will come to the General Assembly with 
more than one dollar per member. One 
small church with only eight members 
(new church) raised better than $6.50 
per member; another better than $2.00 
per member.” 

Just received a letter from one of our 
ministers, Brother Paul P. Carpenter, in 
which he tells of him and his wife receiv- 
ing a special invitation from His Lord- 
ship and the Municipal Council of the 
City of Windsor to be present at the re- 
served section of the Canadian National 
station on Tuesday, the sixth of June, to 
assist in the welcoming of their Majesties, 


the King and Queen of the British Em- 
pire. 

This indeed is a rare earthly honor, yet 
we all are planning to welcome the King 
who is not only King but King of kings. 

News from Brother H. N. Scoggins, 
overseer of Texas. 

“We are making some gains in differ- 
ent ways. As you can see we have had a 
good increase in tithes since the Assem- 
bly, and we have organized some new 
work, and several of our churches that 
were down spiritually, and with no 
crowds and no interest much, are now 
having fine crowds, good interest, and 
some have had good revivals. We have 
dedicated two church buildings in the last 
month, and they are free of debt. Both 
have nice parsonages free of debt.
